In the days when the drug store was known as 
apothecary shop,” the druggist sold drugs and nothing but 
crugs. He made up prescriptions for the doctor and tried 
to make a living doing so. Then he put in a soda fountain. 
Exactly why this was considered a logical annex of the drug 
business does not appear; perhaps the propinquity to drugs 
was considered necessary to cure the effects of overindul- 

' gence in sodas. At any rate, the druggist expanded his busi- 
ness a bit. He took on another line with a quicker turnov er) 
than plain drugs. 

Then came a period when patent medicines grew and | 
waxed plentiful. There was a proprietary cure for almost 
every human ill, from colds to cancer. Obviously the drug- 
gist was the man to handle these. 

Of course, the soda business of the old-time drug store 
was a seasonal line. It was only good in summer. Then 
some smart druggist worked out a way around that. He 
put in a stove and began serving hot chocolate in winter. 
Then he branched out with a coffee urn and served a plate 
of cakes and found that a few abstemious souls were taking 
luncheon with him. That put ideas in his head and he 
started carrying a line of sandwiches, served hot soup and | 
invited all and sundry to lunch at the fountain. They did, 
in increasing numbers, and now you can get almost a full 
course meal in most drug stores. 

By this time the drug store man was rampant and tried 
selling books, and found there was profit in it. Cigars and 
cigarettes made another profitable sideline, and today one 
chain of drug stores in New York is selling enormous quan- 
tities of cigarettes of standard brands at cut prices. Of! 
course writing paper, Christmas cards, fountain pens and 
such knickknacks were inevitable and they came in to make 
another profitable counter attraction. 

And now it is a stale vaudeville joke that you can get 
almost anything in the drug store except drugs. You can 
get many things beside drugs, but the old drug counter is 
still working and is still the backbone of the business. But 
the druggist has found that side lines do pay the rent and | 
sometimes a bit more.
